Helena Petrovna Bla-
catsky was in London attracting the atten-
tion alike of the learned and the unlettered
of two continents that a beautiful Scandi-
pavian sculptress, recently married to a
wealthy man from Australia, met her,

young Scandinavian. Mme. Blavatsky, as
the was accustomed to tell the story of
her life, came of people of position and
oesessions, Her father's father was Gen,
Alexis von Rottenstern Hahn, and Privy
Councillor Andrew Fadief was her mother's
father.

Mme. Blavatsky was born in southern
Ukraire, in the heart of the Undine country,
at midnight batween the thirtieth and the
thirty-first of July, 1831, According to a
time honored legend in that part of Russia,
persons born batween these two days of
any year have power over the Undines.
A Cossick who must cross the Dnieper
invariably proparas for death, but, feeling

certain of this power, Mme. Blavataky, as a
child, approached its banks fearlessly, and
maintained that she was at that time and

ever after attended by beings which she
could see, though they were invisible to

holy water to float a ship.

Still her eccentricities did not abate, and
the violence of her ever uncertain temper
increased. This last, singularly enough,
led indirectly to her marriage, her leaving
Russia and her devoting her life to travel
and to studying the deeper mysteries of
natura under tha tutelage of adepts of
different countries,

Among the frienda of her family often
at the castle was Gen. Blavatsky. She
regarded him with mild contempt, invari-
ably speaking of him as “the plumeless
raven.”

In three
days he had proposed to her and been ac-
cepted.

It was when the marriage ceremony was
being performed, as the priest said, “Thou
shalt honor and obey thy husband,” that
she first realized that if she remained with
Gen. Blavatsky she must yield to his mas-
tery, and, determining that she never would,
very soon after she left the altar she fled.

Later she notified her father that she

Tall, statuesque, with a wealth of fair
hair, the northern twilight in her blue eyes
and imbued with the enthusiasm of the
inexperienced, in her coarse white blouse
the artist worked hard.

Blavatsky would
ever be finished, but this did not oheck her
ardor nor alter her determination.

It seemed for a time that this prophecy
was true, and thus the bust, when nearly
completed, fell one night, though securely
placed, and was hopelessly disfigured,
This happened several times, but she con-
tinued to repeat her work, though each
time she made some alterations, as it seemed
to her for the better.

In addition to these mishaps, whioch had
not before ocourred with any of her other
work, the little room waes entered by thie ves,
and a part of the glender means on which

others.

At the death of her mother; which oo-
curred when she was still a child, she was
sent to her grandmother, who lived in a fine,
rambling old castle where there were many
subterranean passages and crypts, never
used and rarely entered. In one of the
crypts Mme. Blavatsky was wont to se-
quester herself, to be alone, as she said,
with her peculiar people, and also to avoid
her lessons. She loathed oonventional
inatruction, though in her own way and
when it suited her inclination she studied
indefatigably.

After a time, being missed from her room
one night, search was made and she wasa
found pacing up and down her retreat con-
versing on an abatruse subject, quite as if
sgome one was beside her, although there
was no nne visible to those who observed
her.

This, together with the fact that she was
in the hahit of suddenly tuming to people
and telling them when they would die,
where logt articles could be found and other
things equally extraordinary, and of gath-
ering children in the museum of the castle,
whers she explained to them the various
incarnations through which the stuffed
animals thers had passed, led her family
to take her peculiarities under serious con-
sideration. The aid of the Church was in-

Blavatsky
stirred the imagination of the soulptress.
At the time she met her, Mme. Blavatsky,
in addition to her subtly convincing per-
sonal power and the strange theories she
preached, wasalleged to be the subject of sin-
gular manifestations, constantly apparent
wherever she went.

Beautiful music, seemipgly in the upper
air, at times followed her from place to
place; heavy articles of furniture moved
from one part of the room to another with-
out visible means, while lighter articles
reeisted all effort to move them. In addi-
tion to this sort of phenomena was the an-
swering of mental questions, asked by thoae
about her, by Mme. Blavatsky, without a
moment's hesitation and eorrectly.

for her home completely enthralled by all
Her husband was a dominant man,
and with Mme.
